But Mrs. Ward has no idea 
of calling it “Robert Elsmere Twenty 
Years After," as has been announced, 
or even of introducing into the story 
Robert Elsmere himself, or any of the 
other characters in the novel that made 
Such a sensation two decades ago. 
Mrs. Ward's new hero will reflect the 
present state of the eternal conflict 
between doubt and dogma just as 
Robert Elsmere did, and probably will 
make as much pulpit commeétion, but 
the problems with which he is forced 
to wrestle will be apparently quite dif- 
ferent from those of which the em- 
boGciment in beck and mortar today is! 
the Pasemore Edwards Settlement in 
Tavistock street. That flourishing 
institution was the direct outcome of 
“Robert Elsmere,’ just as the Peo- 
ple’s Palace fn the East Bnd of Lon- 
don was the outcome of Walter Be- 
sant’s novel “All Sorts and Conditions 
en.”

It is understood that the new, 
s0-calied Robert Elemere novel will 
be definitely begun in Italy, although 
Mrs. Ward has been meditating on it, 
and gathering material for it for a 
long time. She will also arrange as 
to the illustrations for the collected 
edition-de-luxe of her novels which is

& Co., Mr. Olcott of that firm having 
come all the way from Boston to con- 
sult Mra.

“Il was a fellow-traveler with Wil- 
liam Morris on his last sea vovage, 
taken in the unhappily fruitless search 
for health im 1896. In the course of one 
of many delightful talks I had with 


him, he told me that Swinburne had | 


heen ““dunded’ as to the acceptance of 
the poet-laureateship, vacant by the 
death of Tennyson, and that Swinburne, 
though highly appreciating the im- 
plied honor. had declined, becanse it 
was not consonant with ‘the fitness 
of things.’ that the writer of regicide 
sennets should be the official poet of a 
court. Morris added that after Swin- 
burne’s refusal he himself was also 
‘sounded,’ and that he, too, felt bound 
to decline, because, as he said, ‘people 
choose to regard me as, and to call me 
a Socialist.’ 

Furthermore, there ix on record the 
following letter from Swinburne in re- 
sponse to a discreet semi-official indi- 
cation that he could have the laure! 
crown if he wanted it: 

“J am not a professional or official 
poet, and could not undertake to write 
any verse—patriotic or otherwise—to 
order. 

“Yours very truly, 

“A. C. SWINBURNE.”

FISH IN OCEAN.

vantageous for fishing with hook and 


line, the idea being that more fish 


could be thus taken by those fishing 


therefrom if seining and netting were 
prohibited within 1000 feet. If this was 
the object of the ordinance, and it ap- 
pears clearly to us that this ts the only 
object that can reasonably be inferred 
from the language used, it was clear- 
ly beyond the power of the town *o 
enact. 

“Nothing is better settled than the 
doctrine that the ownership of wild 
game, not reduced to actual possession 
by private parties, of which the fish 
in our waters constitute a part, is in 
the people of the State in their collec- 
tive sovereign capacity. The people of 
the town of Santa Monica have no 
such proprietary interest in the fish 
swimming in the waters of the Pacifi- 
Ocean within the corporate limits of 
the town, as authorizes them to pro- 
tect and preserve them therein, sim- 
ply that they may be taken by those 
fishing from wharves.
